Another diMeult problem Is the charac-
terization by the executive commission of
the Hev, Charltes L. Stelsle as a quasl-
zoclnlist, The Rev, Mr. Stelzls har got
the matiar bafoars a special committes.

The Rev, Dr. Maltland Alexander, the
retiring moderator, presented the report
of the apecinl committes on Christian life
and work. On the gquestion of divorce,
the commitien reportnd an follows:

"What Is needed s not ko much theory
or additlonal legislation, but action to
create publle oplnlon favoring the posl-
tlon taken by moat of the Protestant
Churches |n favor of sanetity of mar-
ringe by n reduction In number of causes
for divorce.'

The Mev. Francis L. Patton, D. D, LL.
D., a former préaident of Princeton Uni-
versity, dellvered the only nddreas, He
sald: .

“If vou are honest, then you take the
New Testament in totality. You do not
cut out n little here and there. omitting
the epistles and holding Matthew, Mark
and Luke, and saying that in them you
have the human Jesus. A good code of
ethica. When you take the New Testn-
ment In its totality you have something,
and must catimate It at Its face salue, I
vou want to know what the early Chris-
tians thought about Christianity.

“The modern minlster of the Goapel
takes a few tablets of doctrine, dissolves
them In a gallon or two of the rose-
witter of sentimentality, puts a lttle In
an-atomizer and spravs the congrogation
to an accompaniment of the pweetness of
Christianity and the fragrance of n be-
nevnlent life.”*

Referring to the Roman
Church, Dr. Patton sald;

“There she atands, Immovable with her
strong body of dogmatic falth, her deep
conviction that she has the right to spenk
under guidance of the Holy Ghost: and
with all her faults 1 am bound to say 1
admire her organization.”

The decision of the General Synod of
the Reformed Church in the United States
not to unite with the Presbyterian under
n plan formulated in 1913 was accepted by
the General Assembly. The report of the
committee stated that this action has left
no disagreeahle feeling as to church
unlen.

In the matter of the World Conference
on Faith and Order, the committes report
cilled attentlon to the fact that of the 47
denominations represented in the confer-
ence none had withdrawn from the body
because of tha war.
